For more 
than a year he assistid in Zeth's store, 
in Hopewell, after which he hired 
with W. D. Shaw, who then was con- 
ducting a mercantile business at Six 
Mile Bun. During this time he saved 
his money and in 1895, with the finan- 
cial assistance of his parents, he en- 
gaged in the mercantile business on 
his own account in Six Mile Eun, 
where he has since built up a trade 
that is a credit to himself and to the 
place. On the 25th of May, 1893, he 
was married to Miss Maggie J. Whitedr 
of near Six Mile Eun. To this happy 
union were bom four children, who 
with their widowed 
motner, now 


mourn the loss of a loving husband 
and father. Harry was a young man 
.vhomeverybody liked, a kind-hearted, 
good-natured fellow. He died frem 
heart failure superinduced by various 
causes. His sudden death was a sur- 
prise to all. 
He was aged thirty-two 


years, seven months and twenty-eight 
dajs. 
After funeral services in tue 


M. E. church, conducted by liev. E. B. 
Uarter, his body was laid to rest in the 
Davall cemetery. Mr. Barton was a 
member of the Knights of Malta, in 
six Mile Eun, and this order accom- 
panied his body to the grave.

The Philadelphia Times, which heartily supported MeKinley four years ago, has an- 


nounced its intention to advocate the election of William Jennings Bryan, Democratic candi- 
date for president. 
In. its issue of Monday it says editorially: 


The Times was from its first issue an independent newspaper, free from any control 


but that of its obligations to the public; and its political independence very early led it to 
oppose the corrupt, despotic and dangerous policies of the party then as now in power in city, 
state and nation, and to support the principles and the candidates of Democracy. From the 
very first year of its publication it has been the leading advocate of every Democratic can- 
didate for governor of Pennsylvania, and from Tilden to Cleveland it earnestly sustained 
every Democratic candidate for president. 


The advocacy was due to no self-interest—for Democracy has had few favors to dispense 


in Pennsylvania—but to consistent conviction of what was to the public advantage, a covic- 
tion that experience has sustained. Not alone the degrading effect of machine politics in Penn- 
sylvania, but the whole tendency of Republican rule in the nation, with its constant eenrrali- 
zation of authority, the subservience to the money power, the building-up of favored interests 
by class legislation, had nowhere a more earnest opponent than the Times, and the Democrats of 
Pennsylvania learned to look to it as their representative newspaper. 


The Times has been unfailingly hostile to those measures with which William MeKinley 


particularly was identified, such as the monopoly-breeding, deficit-producing tariff that bore 
his name. Yet four years ago, in the sudden crisis that divided; the councils of the Dem- 
ocratic party and for the time being seemed to have checked its great career it seemed better 
to the Times, as to many other leading Democratic papers, to sustain Mr. McKinley's election as 
president rather than that of Mr. Bryan. 
The decision was made in good faith. 
The 


result has shown it to be wrong. 
It is repented and recanted. 


All of the evils and the perils of the so-called Republican policy have returned seven- 


fold, developed and extended till the very foundations of the government seem threatened. A 
false economic system has resulted in vast combinations of capital that throttle individual in- 
dustry and hold control over all the functions of government, and the spokesman of the ad- 
ministration, a representative of one of these great trusts, is calling upon his fellow-capitalists 
for contributions to buy another four years license to rob,. another four years life for 
their inflated and false 
prosperity. 
The government thus controlled has found its fittest 


expression in schemes of military conquest and the blood and treasure of the nation are 
poured out to subdue a distant people and rob them of those rights of liberty and independ- 
ence that America has always claimed for Hjankiud. 


Imperialism, militarism, are the natural outgrowth of commercialism in politics, of the 


power of the few over the many, the elevation of money above manhood, with al' the system 
of special privileges and corrupt control that the Republican party since the civil war has in- 
creasingly fostered. The upholders of this system are themselves aware of its hollowness and 
are calling for aid from the money power to bolster it up for a time longer. The condition is 
one that the country must meet and meet now, and tfie way to meet it is by a reassertion of 
the Democratic idea and the election of a Democratic president. 


This the Times means to advocate with all the force it has. Our belief in the essential 


doctrines of the Democratic party and in their necessity to the country is stronger than ever. 
No one questions or can question, the ability, the earnestness, the integrity of the Demo- 
cratic candidates. For the rescue of all that has made America glorious in the past and can 
make her strong in the future, it is a duty to support their election. 


The Democrats of Pennsylvania have a right to expect this of the Times and they shall 


not be disappointed. We mean this paper to be recognized as a Democratic newspaper, 
honest, fearless and truthful, but always sincerely and loyally devoted to the interests and to 
the success of the Democratic party, its measures and its men. We know that the Times has 
not filled this place in the past four years, but we intend that it shall fill it hereafter, and that 
it shall help to rally the Pennsylvania Democracy once more to a hopeful battle for the consti- 
tution and the laws and the rights of men in the campaign for Bryan and Stevenson.

Tne strike Still On. 


The coal operators of the Wyoming, 


Lackawanna and Lehigh Valley re- 
gions held an important meeting in 
Wilkes-Barre on Monday and decided 
to offer the miners an increase of 10 
per cent, ill wages and also to reduce 
the cost of powder to the miners from 
S2.75 to SI .50 per keg. 


Many of the strikers have declared 


that under no circumstances will they 
accept the offer 
They claim it is not 


as good an offer as the Reading com- 
pany made to its men. The union ia 
ignored and the net increase must 
come out of the price of powder. E. 
M. Palmer, chairman of the press com- 
mittee at United Mine Workers' head- 
quarters, said: 


"The men will not return to work 


under such conditions. It is not a fair 
offer.'" 


The operators will make no further 


move until they hear from the men. 
At United Mine Workers' headquarters 
this statement was given out: 


What we want is: First. A better en 


forcement of existing mine laws. 
Second. To obtain tbat which is fully our 


own, i. e., the value of labor actually per 
formed and hitherto taken from us. 
Third. To obtain the right to purchase our 


implements of labor at a fair market value 
and escape from the compulsory rule which 
forces us to pay the operators more than 
twice what the same materials can be pur 
chased for at retail in the open market. 


Fourth. To allow a readjustment of 


•wage Fcale that-will nearly conform to th 
normal conditions of the anthracite trad 
and establish as nearly as practicable i 
uniform price for each class of work in an 
around the mines.

WASHINGTON, October 2.—Mad as the 


Bepublican leaders are with the lust 
of power and conquest apd as deter- 
mined as they are to try to turn this 
liberty-loving republic into a world- 
conquering empire, founded on no 
higher principle than that which dom- 
inated the dark ages—"might makes 
right"—they do not dare to publicly 
proclaim that purpose as plainly as Ex- 
Congressman Dungan, of Ohio, once 
a Democrat, did in a speech made in 
Washington, in which he attempted to 
justify Mr. MeKinley and his imperi- 
alistic policy in the Philippines.

The golden-rod has been a much- 


abused plant of late. Some very scien- 
tific persons have suddenly discovered 
that it is the cause of hay-fever, and 
1 have been requested—in some instan- 
ces ordered—to cease saying friendly 
things about it. If I continued to 
speak of it as a plant to be tolerated, 
to sav nothing of its being enjoyed, I 
would be set down as a deliberate con- 
spirator against the healiii ^-t »>y -fel- 
low-men. Now there happens to be 
unlimited quantities of the plant grow- 
ing all about the locality in which I 
reside, acres and acres of it, all along 
the lowlands near the river, where the 
pastures and hill-sides are brilliant 
with the bonfires which it kindles on 
every hand. It is certainly reasonable 
to suppose that some of us who live 
where it nourishes ought to have haj - 
fever if this disagreeable disease is so 
produced. But the fact is, we do not 
have it. The only cases of hay-fever 
ever known in the eastern part of Wi - 
consin are those which come from the 
city. By coming into the haunts of the 
plant, they at once find relief, and 
moreover, if the sufferer comes early 
enough in the season he may escape it 
altogether. Another charge not long 
ago made against the golden-rod WBS 
that horses were killed by eating it. 
This claim is quite as absurd as tbe 
other, for horses and cattle are pa(- 
tnred where it grows year after year, 
and we have never heard of one case 
of injury from it. So far as I have 
been able to observe, they never touch 
it —October New Lippincott.

The fund; aifntal Irw of the state of 


Peunsjlvamrt p a.n 5 picicribes the 
methods oi alte.'ins o." amending It. 
Article XVIII, Seaion 1. reads: "Any 
amendment cr amendments to this con- 
btituiion may be proposed in the senate 
or house of representatives, and if the 
same shall be ai read to by a majority 
of tho members elected to each house, 
such proposed amendment or amend- 
ments shall be entered on their jour- 
nals with the ayes and nays taken 
thereon, and the secretary of the com- 
monwealth shall cause the same to be 
published three months before the next 
general election in at least two news- 
papers in every county in which sueh 
newspapers shall be published; and If 
in the general assembly next after- 
wards chosen such proposed amend- 
ment or amendments shall be agreed 
to by a majority of the members elect- 
ed to each house the secretary of the 
commonwealth shall cause the same to 
be published in the manner aforesaid; 
and 
such proposed amendment 
or 


amendments shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors of the state in such 
manner and at such time at least throe 
months after being so agreed to by the 
two houses as the general assembly 
shall prescribe; and if such amendment 
or amendments shall be approved by 
a majority of those voting thereon, 
such amendment or amendments shall 
become a part of the constitution." 


It will be observed that there is 


nothing equivocal or uncertain about 
that. The secietary of the common- 
wealth is allowed no option in the mat- 
ter. 
It is not stated that he may cause 


the same to be published. The man- 
datory form is employed, and it is 
stated emphatically that "the secretary 
of the commonwealth SHALL cause 
the same to be published." The gover- 
nor is no part or parcel of the proceed- 
ings. His name or office is not men- 
tioned directly or by implication in the 
section. But the secretary of the com- 
monwealth is given a part and the peo- 
ple have a share in the work, and the 
legislature is a factor, and if each of 
these do certain things and a certain 
result is worked out by their concur- 
rent action, "such amendment 
or 


amendments shall become a part of 
the constitution." The legislature may 
fail in its part, and the purpose is de- 
feated. The people may vote adverse- 
ly, and the work becomes abortive. But 
the secretary of the commonwealth 
cannot default in the performance of 
his part. The constitution says he shall, 
and as his oath binds him to "support, 
obey and defend" the constitution, he 
must fulfiill his part of the routine in 
the work of amending the constitution. 
This is as plain as the English lan- 
guage can make it. It is so obvious 
that a blind man can see it. 


But what did the present secretary of 


the commonwealth do under the direc- 
tion of the governor and the "power 
behind the throne?" He 
failed 
to 


"cause to be published three months 
before the next general election," after 
the form and manner prescribed, the 
amendments to the constitution pro- 
posed in the house of representatives 
at the last session of the legislature and 
"agreed to by a majority of the mem- 
bers elected to each house." These 
amendments were In the interest of 
honest elections. They were intended 
to promote the purity of the ballot, 
and because the governor and his mas- 
ter, "the power behind the throne," is 
opposed to honest elections, the secre- 
tary of the commonwealth was com- 
pelled to violate his oath of office and 
trample the constitution, the funda- 
mental law of the state, under foot. 
For that crime he ought to have been 
impeached. Because of that violation 
of the constitution and his oath he 
might be disqualified from ever again 
holding office. But he will go unpun- 
ished unless the people punish him at 
the coming election by turning his par- 
ty and himself out o£ office, for when 
he is once out he will be out forever. 


The President Contradict! Himself In 


the Philippine On«tlon. 


Mr. McKinley's letter of acceptance 


brings things new and old out of his 
treasure, like the householder of Scrlp- 
ture, says the New York Evening Post, 
Independent Republican. Some of the 
controversial weapons he uses, how- 
ever, with surprising carelessness. In 
slashing at his opponents he makes 
ribbons of his own previous argument. 
For example, he now prints a hitherto 
suppressed dispatch to Dewey'a, dated 
July 25, 1898, and saying "Merrltt's 
most difficult problem will be how to 
-Seal with the insurgents under Agut- 
naldo, who have become aggressive 
and 
even threatening toward our, 


army." See there," cries the grieved 
and indignant president, "the insur- 
gents wanted to fight us even before 
the peace protocol was signed!" 


If one could cross examine this Im- 


mune witness, many pertinent ques- 
tions would be asked. Why publish 
this one of Dewey's dispatches, and 
keep the rest under lock and keyl 
Why, if Mr. McKinley was thus warn- 
ed of trouble, did he not take measures 
to prevent it? Why did he go out west, 
lay his hand on his heart, and declare 
that he "never dreamed" the Insur- 
gents would attack us? The truth la 
that the president, in his eagerness to 
make a point against the Filipinos, has 
forgotten the role he had before tried 
to play. This was that of a bighearted, 
unsuspecting father of his people, bent 
only on blessing the islanders. 
The 


idea never entered his head that any- 
body could attack so good a man as he. 
So he was correspondingly thunder- 
struck when the ungrateful dastards 
assaulted their benefactor. But now he 
drops this simple minded, grandfather- 
ly mask and tells us he was from the 
first warned of Filipino machinations. 
"I knew from the beginning that they 
were treacherous," he protests, not 
seeing that, in the act, he makes him- 
self out a negligent and napping com- 
mander-in-chief. 


But the whole thing is a pure presi- 


dential afterthought. 
See how plain 


a tale shall put down this belated in- 
vention. Gen. Merrill's problem was 
to deal with the insurgents, was It? 
They were spoiling for a fight even In 
July, were they? Well, what did Mer- 
ritt himself say to the Paris commis- 
sioners in October? He was specifical- 
ly asked if the Filipinos were disposed 
to make trouble, and roundly replied, 
"I think there is no danger of conflict." 
And Senator Frye has publicly de- 
clared on this very subject, "Nobody 
dreamed of any trouble when we were 
in Paris. 
Gen. Whitlier and Gen. 


Merritt were before our committee and 
testified that the most cordial feeling 
existed between the Tagalos and the 
Uniled States troops." This leaves the 
author of the letter of acceptance look- 
ing very like a detected manipulator of 
the evidence. 


Mr. McKinley, however, has another 


argument in reserve just as 
good. 


What put and end to the "cordial feel- 
ing?" Certainly it was not the peace 
treaty, the presidents asserts. Those 
who maintain that It was have "for- 
gotten," he declares triumphantly, 
that "before the treaty was ratified 
* * * the insurgents attacked the 
American army." 
Yes, but possibly 


other things have also been forgotten. 
The president may have forgotten 
that he, before the treaty was ratified 
(six weeks before), issued a proclama- 
tion to the Filipinos asserting lhal Ihe 
cession of the islands was complete, 
and that our military 
government 


would be extended to "the whole" of 
Philippine territory. He may have for- 
gotten that this proclamation was a 
gross violation of the conslitution, void 
both in morals and in law. He may 
have forgotten that, irrespective of the 
legal aspect of the proclamation, it 
was drawn in such an excess of wan- 
lonly tyrannical language, that Gen. 
Otis was alarmed, and tried to sup- 
press it, fearing that its publication 
would drive the Filipinos to instant in- 
surrection. It was published by acci- 
dent, and the insurrection followed. All 
these facts Mr. McKinley may have 
forgotten, but the future historian will 
not forget them; neither will he for- 
get lo characterize the conduct of a 
ruler who tried to shuffle away from 
the consequences of his own inconsid- 
erate action. 


The Election In Mnine. 


If the Hon. Mark Hanna can draw 


any comfort fiom the returns of the 
Maine election he is welcome to the 
enjoyment of it. An unusually active 
and earnest canvass had been made in 
the hope of seeming such a majority 
as would impress the country with the 
belief that the people have implicit 
confidence in the McKinley administra- 
tion. The mosl distinguished orators 
of the country were brought in and Ihe 
strongest defense of the 
president's 


course- that it was possible to invent 
and present was made. But the result 
is not reassuring to the Republican 
managers. On the contrary, it is most 
discouraging, for it not only shows a 
dangerous decrease of the Hepublican 
vote, but a threatening incrsase of the 
Democratic vote.

His professions of morality have not 


been able to restrain President McKin- 
ley from indulging in at least two pal- 
pably dishonest assertions in his letter 
of acceptance. 
For example, In the 


first quarter of that elongated and 
apologetic paper, he declares that "five 
years age we were selling government 
bonds bearing as high as 5 per cent 
Interest." Manifestly he Intended to 
convey to tie public that within five 
years the government borrowed money 
at tbe rate ot 5 per cent, whereas U 
he knows anything he knows that Is 
not true. 


Five years ago the government had 


no authority to issue any bonds other 
than 5 per cent bonds, and could bor- 
row money In no other way, though 
Secretary Carlisle and President Cleve- 
land bad insistently asked congress to 
authorize the issue of a lower rate 
security. The reasonable and wise re- 
quest was denied, however, and when 
the necessity to borrow money arose 
tbe 5 per cent bonds were issued, but 
sold at such premium as to reduce the 
interest rate to a fraction below 3 per 
cent. President McKinley was certain- 
ly aware of that fact, and yet in his 
letter he uttered an implied falsehood. 


In another part of the letter he al- 


leges that since tbe beginning of his 
administration 144,000,000 of 
Pacific 


railway bonds were redeemed. 
The 


purpose of that statement was clearly 
lo make the public believe that that 
amount of money had been collected 
Trom the people and used for the re- 
demption of the bonds. The truth la, 
and the president knew it well, that tha 
railroads were sold by the government 
on mortgage foreclosures and the pro- 
ceeds of the sale redeemed the bonds.

Bank Consolidations. 


The consolidation of several New 


York banks in which the Standard Oil 
magnates were interested proved so 
successful an enterprise lhat the ex- 
iimple is to be followed. It will be re- 
membered that soon after the first con- 
solidation was consummated the secre- 
tary of the treasury practically pre- 
sented the concern with a matter of 
several millions of dollars. That Is. 
he issued an order making that bank 
the exclusive depository of revenue re- 
ceipts for the district. The profits of 
this business were very large, and they 
were subsequently augmented by tbe il- 
legal sale to the bank of the old custom 
house at a price millions below its real 
value. 


The present 
administration has a 


great fondness for large operations and 
extensive concerns. It is believed by 
many that it was Influenced to favor 
this Standard Oil bank because it had a 
larger capital than any other in the 
city. In fact, it was created by the 
consolidation of the two largest con- 
cerns and dovetailing in two or three 
smaller ones. No donht its collossal 
proportions had something to do with 
the matter, but not all. It can hardly 
have been forgotten that in a letter to 
the secrearv of the treasurv soliciting 
the favor the uresident of the bank re- 
minded him that in the last presiden- 
tial campaign he and the other officers 
o( the bank had been libe-al contribu- 
tors to the corruntion fund. 


The new bank is to be called the 


Dry Goods bank, and will be capital- 
ized at S2.622.7CO, will have a surplus 
of 11.680.100 and denosits asgrefrating 
$15.376.900. The Irrlivlrliipl banks to 
be merged ar» the Ninth National, tbe 
National Citizens', the People's, the 
Pacific, the Mechanics and 
Traders' 


and the East River National. The new 
concern thus cheated wi1! certainly be 
substantial, and it is believed may be 
big enonrb tn r>omm!i"rl the favor of 
the adninhtration.

lieved that the bids of the armor plate 
makers were extortionate. At once 
Senator Penrose and other eminent 
Philadelphia politicians called upon 


him, 
and now it announced that he 


has decided to accept the bids of the 
factories.
